CLARE MENTAL HOSPITAL’S

They cold give their insurance 
to my other company.

It was decided that if the transfer of con- 
trol is carried out. a special meeting of the 
Committee will be held to decide on the 
new measures to be taken for insuring the 
institution.

GROWING PEACE. 

Archbishop Mannix, in acknowledging the 
civic honour and an address of welcome 
from the Drogheda Workers’ Counvil, the 
Boyne Fishermen, and other Bodies, said 
that his visit to Ireland was a mission. of 
peace, He came with the desire to promote 
a better understanding aid a permanent 
peace among all Irishmen. He found that 
the spirit of peace was growing in the coun- 
try, and that there was beginning to be no 
room for those who were always brooding 
over personal animosities. : 

In Australia interest in Ireland began to 
cool as soon as Irishmen turned their arms 
upon one another. That phase had ‘passed, 
never to return. His own strong. view was 
that what had happened was another illu- 
stration of England making and fomenting 
Ireland’s difficulties. at was now re- 
quired was a better understanding 
among l[rishmen holding different views 
He had endeavoured to bring those together, 
and he could ‘claim that to some extent he 
had succeeded. His critics, in high places 
and in lowly, said that he came to Ireland 
as a disturber and a creator of dissension. 
His answer was that there are few in Ire- 
land that could do as he was doing all over 
the country, coming before large audiences, 
expressing his views and being listened to 
with attention. 

Ireland would never regain her place in the 
estimation of the nations until her sons 
stand together united in some policy, to lead, 
either now or ultimately, to the absolute; 
uncontrolled freedom of their own country. 
Settlements which had n come to fell 


nations, Some people thought that Ireland 
would be better off by W contented 
place within the Empire. He believed that 
the two nations were never meant to assimi- 
late, because, though neighbours, they 
differed in blood, in race, iú religion and in 
ideals. The bitterness between the two 
nations would never end until Ireland at- 
tained her absolute freedom. 

He had no bitterness in his heart towards 
the British Empire, no antipathy to the 
King of England; but, as an Irishman, 
England’s King was not his King: He was 
Australia’s King because Australia had got 
exactly the Government that her people 
desired. 

OATHS OF ALLEGIANCE. 
It was not controversial for him to say

ADVANTAGES OF THE 
KINGSTOWN ROUTE. 


BELVAST, Tuesday. 

Belfast business men whom I have inter- 
subg J are emphatic in their denunciation o 
the delays in the principal ish mail 
arriving each morning in Belfast, and the 
suggestion put forward in the /rish Times; 
that the Holyhead-Kingstown route should be 
restored, meets with considerable support. 

At present about two hours, and sometimes 
nearly three hours, are lost each morning 
waiting for the English mail, and this valu- 
able time might be saved if the mails were 
carried by the Holyhead route on the train 
arriving in Belfast at 9.10 a.m. There does 
not appear to be any sensible reason wh 
the mails for Belfast should not be carri 
by the Holyhead-Kingstown route. 

At present the English mails for Portadown 
and other towns. on the way, and also for 
towns in the. western portion of the Six 
Counties, are carried ria Holyhead and 
Kingstown. Belfast business men feel that 
in this matter they are being handicapped 
for no .apparent reason t to save the 
British Postal authorities Whatever small 
charge would be imposed for handling the 
mail passing through the Free State. 

Mr. Arthur Dasent, writi from the 
Ulster Club, in the Northern Whig to-day 
says :'— 

„ There are four main routes between 
London and Belfast, of which that by Stran- 
raer is by far the longest land journey (the 
405 miles from Euston oceupying no less than 
nine hours and three-quarters), although the 
sea passage is much shorter than by any 
other route. 

“Pending the institution of the much 
desired air service, there remains the old 
‘Royal mail route via Holyhead and Kings- 
‘town, by which it is still possible to reach 
Belfast from Euston. both morning and even- 
ing, in twelve hours and a half as against 
thirteen and a half by Stranraer. There is 
also the great advantage of a Sunday service 
in both directions, as there ought to have 
been long before now, by both Fleetwood and 
Liverpool.” ' i 

‘The Holyhead-Kingstown route is un- 
doubtedly the quickest way for the mails to 
reach Belfast from London, and Northern 
‘business men are being deprived of its 
advantages.

THE CASE OF A STUD FARM. 


At the County Dublin Committee of Agri. 
culture yesterday, Mr. P. Belton (Chairman) 
presiding, Mr. W. Flanagan withdrew a 
motion standing in his name viewing with 
grave doubts the advisability of the com- 
pulsory acquiring of land used as a stud farm 
for distribution among landless men, as horse- 
breeding is one of the beneficial. industries to 
the country. 

He said that there was no necessity for this 
resolution, because he was satisfied that the 
Land Commission would deal fairly with both 
the occupiers and the landless. Notice had 
been issued for the inspection of this farm at 
Rathmoy, and that was as far as they had 


ne. 

The Chairman said that if Mr. Flanagan 
had proceeded with his resolution he could not 
have accepted it in its present form, because 
it was tantamount to asking the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture not to administer the 
Land Act. There was no motion put forward 
to. protect the people whose goods were being 
seized, as they found it impossible to pay the 
rents under that Act. 

Mr, Flanagan said that he did not agree 
with the Chairman. 

The motion was withdrawn.

“CORK DENTAL CRUX. 
The Committee of Management of the 
Cork Dental Hospital, at its meeting yes- 
terday, received a letter announcing the 
resignation of the honorary staff, and

of Í stating that they would withdraw their 


services as from the eighth instant. 

The members of the staff gave various 
reasons for their resignation, one of them 
being that they had not been consulted 
in regard to the opening of the hospital 
at night. 

The Committee, by a majority, decided 
to meet a deputation of the dental staff, 
and asked them to continue their duties 
at the hospital in the meantime. 

Senator Haughton presided at the meeting. 
The first business before the meeting was the 
8 of a house surgeon, for a period 
of twelve months, at a ry of £130 per 
annum, 

The Chairman read a letter from the 
house surgeon, Miss Helen Goggin, who, at 
the previous meeting, had been appointed to a 
post in connection with the dental treatment 
of school children, resigning her office as 
house surgeon, 

The Secretary, Mr. P. Buckley, then an- 
nounced that he had received a letter from 
Mr. Matthew J. Hunt, secretary of the Dental 
Hospital staff, enclosing the findings of a meet- 
ing of the staff, and it was decided to read it. 

THE STAFF'S COMPLAINT. 

The statement of the findings announced 
the resignation of the staff, and went on to 
say :—‘* Much as we regret having to take this 
drastic step, we have no alternative in view 
of the treatment to which we have been sub- 
jected by the Committee of Mana nt of 
the Infirmary, who have persistently ignored 
all our recommendations, particularly on 
matters which we, as dental surgeons, are in 
a position to advise.“ ; 

aving pointed out that the staff gave their 
services free of any remuneration, the state- 
ment continued :— 

“We consider that we acted most gener- 
ously towards the infirmary in undertaking 
not to accept from students fees at a lesser 
rate than those charged at the hospital, not- 
withstanding that we foresaw the result— 
viz., that the hospital would get the advan- 
tage of all the students and fees, which means 
that every dental student who went to the 
hospital meant a loss of an apprentice to the 
dental surgeons in private practice and the 
apprentices’ fee, namely, one hundred guineas. 
An approximate total of £2,400 has been re- 
—— in the mechanical laboratory alone as 
students’ fees by the hospital since its incep- 
tion, and this sum partially represents the 
sacrifice made by the members of the dental 
profession in the City of Cork. 

“We desire to. protest, in the strongest 
possible manner, that we, who were vitally 
concerned, were not consulted on the _ 
tion of opening the hospital at night. Over 
a year ago this question was fully discussed, 
and the Board agreed with us then that this 
would be impracticable. Regarding appoint- 
ments recently made in face of our disap- 
proval, we protest also at our recommenda- 
tions being ignored. We consider it our duty 
to uphold the dignity of our profession. I 
clining to submit to the indignity of being 
ignored in the manner referred to, we have 
come to the conclusion that the only course 
to be adopted by us is the one indicated— 
to withdraw our services from the Dental 
Hospital attached to the Infirmary.” 

The Chairman asked what action would be 
taken on the letter. 

Mr. Daly—I propose that we accept the re- 
signation of the staff. 

Mr. J. Good said that the letter was a 
serious one to receive, and it ought to be 
considered. They ought to try to arrange 
any difficulties or differences that existed be- 
tween them.

IRISH MUNICIPAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


VISIT TO RATHMINES 
WATERWORKS. 


Yesterday afternoon the delegates to the 
annual ‘conference of ‘the Association of 
Municipal Authorities in Ireland were the 
guests of Sir Simon and Lady Maddock at 
a very enjoyable excursion by motor car to 
the Rathmines Waterworks at Bohernabreena. 

When the party, numbering about seventy, 
reached the reservoir a short lecture was 
given by Mr. W. H. Lambert on the history 
of the waterworks. He stated that the works 
were started first in 1877, when Mr. Hassard 
was called in by the Rathmines Town Com- 
missioners to advise as to the supply of water 
to the township, and he laid a project before 
them by which a supply of water might be 
obtained by gravitation from the tributaries 
of the Dodder, draining into Glenasmoel 
Valley. The principle of construction adopted 
is known as the separation system. The 
upper part of the River Dodder drainage 
ground, having an area of 4,340 acres. of 
granite formation, produces water more or 
less coloured. Immediately below this peat- 
covered district there occurs an area of 
about 3,250 acres, mostly bare, uncultivated 
mountain and sheep walk, free from peat, 
which produces water of great purity, and, 
owing to the occurrence of some gravel beds 
on the hillside, the yield of spring water is 
exceptionally large. 

It was evident, therefore, that if the water 
from the peat-covered area could be inter- 
cepted and passed through the lower district 
without intermingling with that to be 
obtained from the latter, a supply of excellent 
water could be procured. is arran nt 
was carried out by means of an artificial 
watercourse, which conveys the waters of 
the Dodder and its tributaries from the peat- 
covered district past the upper reservoir irto 
the lower lake. The upper reservoir has an 
area of 57 acres and the lower an area of 
3} acres. The works were d to 
secure a supply of over five millions gallons 
daily, and cost £230,000. The method of 
filtfation at Ballvboden is by means of sand 
filter beds. At the end of the gy drought, 
in 1903, lasting over eight months, there was 
a month’s supply of water still left in the 
reservoir. 

After the inspection of the works the 
visitors were entertained to tea in the 
Curator’s house, and a hearty vote of thanks 
was passed to Sir Simon and Lady Maddock 
for a pleasant and instructive onting.

ing production, which, I learn, has been 
broadcast in Great Britain, even more so 
than in Ireland. If such were the motive, 
I fear they have been badly advised. They 
must, as merchants, be aware of many other 
ways by which they could assist in rectifying 
some of the faults which they attribute to 
Irish batter. 

It is, perhaps, only natural that Messrs. 
Carton, and possibly other merchants, should 
feel somewhat irritated at the fact that the 
producers—in this case the Irish creameries— 
at times endeavour to obtain share of the 
advantages of an appreciating market. Pre- 
sumably, their view is that speculation 
should be the sole monopoly of the mer- 
chant, and that the holding over of butter 
by the latter is no crime; in other words; 
that it is the business of the farmers and 
the creameries to do all the drudgery of pro- 
duction, and to sell—or consign—their pro- 
duct to the merchant during glutted markets 
at whatever prices merchants, such as 
Messrs. Carton may choose to pay, and that 
anything to the contarry “ shows ignorance 
and a lack of business principles,” — 
Messrs. Carton's open letter shouid have 
been addressed to the trade generally, and 
not to the creamery managers alone. 

The Irish Creamery Managers Association 
has always advised the creameries to sell 
their butter freshly made, and the vast 


*r of them recognise that it is gene- 
ra 


ally their best policy to do so. At the same 
time, a large proportion of the creameries 
are now so well equipped, and have acquired 
such skill in manufacture, that they can pro- 
duce a butter equal to tho best uced any- 
where in the world—a butter that will keep 
for months in a good cold store without the 
least deterioration. If such creameries occa- 
sionally hold over their butter rather than 
force it on unwilling ‘buyers, or on a de- 
pressed market, they are quite entitled to do 
so; it has often happened that by doing so 
they have benefited themselves, relieved the 
glut on the market, and thereby helped those 
the majority, of course—who continued to 
sell their product from week to week. 
COLD STORAGE. 
The New Zealand and Australian butter 
is of necessity cold stored, and placed on the 
market only according .as it is absorbed at a 
reasonable price, and this system is being re- 
cognised and fostered by the Governments of 
these Dominions, which have legislated for 
the establishment of Marketing Control 
ards 7 
The creamery which takes the risk of put- 
ting butter in cold storage, selects and pre- 
pares its product carefully for that purpose, 
and the result is that there is no harm done 
to the reputation of our product, whereas in 
the past the reputation of much of our butter 
has been injured considerably by the fact 
that intended: for quick consumption, sold 
freshly made to merchants, was held over 
by them, when they saw a chance of making 
an easy profit; or, as Messrs. Cartons would 
„ doing the lazy thitg.”’ 
As to holding over butter in the creameries 
at ordinary temperatumse his Association 
has continually advised wt) this practice, 
and I do not believe thag-it prewills tb apy; 
thing like the extent diggs in Messrg,. 
Carton's advertisement. bon ham to some 
extent prevailed, howevet, Ras been always 
recognised, and for this reason. amongst 
others, ago this Asso- 
— i iu : representations 
—p efore e r epartment 
of Agriculture a Sout ike the 
Government grading of butter; a Laine 
which was subsequently tested, found to be 
thoroughly practicable and economical in 
administration, and capable of being put into 
immediate operation, but which was opposed 
by officials who hed vested interests in the 
continuance of a system which experience had 
shown to be useless and a huge waste of 
public money. Among numerous other 
advantages, that scheme provided a 
thoroughly effective remedy against the sale 
of stale butter; but, strange to say, it did not 
receive a ‘word of encou ent or support 
from Messrs. Carton, though they now 
complain that they have to handle and un- 
pack practically every box. The creamery 
managers were not only prepared, but they 
clamoured, to submit their butter to the 
severest possible tests, but apparently Messrs. 
Carton and others preferred, for obvious 
reasons, to do the grading themselves. One 
result of the delay in thé establishment of 
official grading is that many of the best 
creameries now sell direct to large retailers, 
and others put the best part of their product 
into IIb. rolls. 


PRICE OF IRISH BUTTER. 

Messers. Carton protest too much when 
they say that their unpleasant state- 
ments are not exaggerations.” Most 
of their remarks are, however, much too 
vague to be tested, except in the one instance 
where they give a definite figure—namely, 
that New Zealand butter is realising £20 a 
ton more than Irish creamery.’’ Instead of 
such being the the current prices 
published in The Grocer show that, 
taking the period of the t two months, 
Irish creamery has realised on the average 
quite as high a price as New Zealand, 
although owing to the shortage—in relation 
to its production—of New Zealand butter at 
the present time, it should, if all Messrs. 
Carton say is true, be much higher. 

Some of the other Dublin merchants are 
not alone in disagreeing with the entire trend 
of Messrs. Carton’s announcement. Those of 
the English distributors who have expressed 
opinions on matter also disagree 
with it, no doubt, as in 
the case product of other 
countries, there are few merchants who 
have not from time to time to complain of 
individual creameries. It is probable that 
the grievance of Messrs. Carton lies not so 
much with the quality as in the fact that 
Irch creamery managers are marketing their 
oo to better advantage as time goes on. 
t is not the public in this case who are 
complaining of the quality of our butter. 
Messrs. Carton say that the Dublin consumer 
at this time of the year depends practically 
altogether on Irish creamery. Why? Be- 
cause the Dublin consumer, in the face even 
of alternative available supplies, appreciates 
the merits of our product. Messrs. Carton 
are well aware that Irish creamery is the 
only butter the Dublin public will nave, and 
that they dare not offer them anythiay else 
while the Irish season lasts. : 

Ireland, unfortunately, produces many 
different classes of butter, and possibly, like 
other wholesalers, Messrs. Carton may not 
have been fortunate enough to secure their 
fair shar» of the best quality. But one thing 
is certain. If they are prepared to pay the 
rice, they will have no difficulty in obtain- 
ng all the finest butter of perfect. quality 
that they require for their trade. 

I am bound to add that, in the opinion of 
those qualified to judge from long ex- 
3 of this industry, Messrs. Carton 

ve been not only unwise, but —uncon- 
sciously, no doubt —unfair to this industry 
and this trade at such a moment.

The Doctors’ Protest. 


The medical profession’s attitude to the 
Free State Government s attack was made 
absolutely clear at the meeting which 
we report to-day. The profession is 
inspired, in this high matter, by no sense 
of hostility to the Executive Council. In 
the first place, science rejects politics, and, 
in the next place, the members of the 
profession, as good citizens of the Saorstat, 
recognise | Atefully the many benefits 
which the Government has conferred upon 
the’ couitry: They are anxious to come 
e swith, it on the question of the 
Registet} and to this end they have 
accepted President Cosgrave's offer of con- 
ference and will co-operate sincerely in 
the effort to reach a satisfactory settle- 
main ty oi Dude other hand, thé schools and 
doctors regard the proposed establishment 
of a separate Medical Council and 
Register with the utmost suspicion and 
alarm. Their case for the maintenance of 
the policy of quicta non movere is set 
forth with convincing proof and admir- 
able lucidity in Sir Arthur Chance’s 
statement. The full privileges of the 
British Register—now enjoyed by the Free 
State alone among the Dominions of the 
Empire—are the basis of the world-famed 
efficiency, prosperity and prestige of the 
Free State’s medical schools. If they are 
surrendered, it is exceedingly improbable 
that all the Government's negotiations 
will be able to replace them with an equal 
status; and, as the price of a lower status, 
it must continue to acknowledge the 
educational authority of the British 
Medical Council. The results of a lower 
status would be, in Sir Arthur Chance’s 
pregnant words, ‘‘ worse students, worse 
schools, worse doctors and worse services to 
the public. 

The situation will tolerate no illusions. It 
is a good thing that the Executive Council 
has agreed to consult the doctors and that 
the doctors have adopted a strictly correct, 
and even generous, attitude to the Execu- 
tive Council. These preliminaries, how- 
ever, do not bring us nearer by a single 
inch to the solution of the crisis. If a real 
solution is to ve found, two extraordinarily 
dificult things must be done. A bill must 
be framed which will safeguard completely 
—in Mr. Cosgrave's words— “the status of 
persons seeking Irish medical qualifica- 
tions. Yesterday's speeches enable us to 
assume confidently that the profession will 
refuse to accept, under any guise, the 
slightest effective diminution of its exist- 
ing rights and privileges. The Govern- 
ment is faced, therefore, with Shylock’s 
problem. It must carve its pound of 
constitutional dignity ” from the body 
of Irish medicine without the shedding of 
a drop of that body's life-blood. If, and 
when, a ‘reciprocity bill” is framed 
which satisfies both the doctors and the 
Free State Executive, the British Medical 
Council and the British Government must 
have their say. It seems to be certain 
that any such bill must seek, on the one 
hand, to repudiate the authority of the 
British Council and, on the other hand, to 
obtain particular favours from it. Will 
such legislation be acceptable to the 
British Council and to the British Govern- 
ment and Parliament? On the incal- 
culable answer to this question depend the 
destinies. of a great profession. In the 
meanwhile, no doubt, the Free State 
Government will take steps to prolong the 
jurisdiction of the British Register for 
another year. 

We have President Cosgrave’s assurance 
that his Government’s decision to establish 
a separate Medical Council and a separate 


Register for the Free State is definite 


and final.“ In other words, it will intro-

Ministers ought to realise also 
that, if they defy the profession, they 
will defy. the whole body of educated 
opinion in the Saorstat, We hope earnestly 
that statesmanship may avert that lament- 
able conflict, but the danger must be indi- 
cated now because it has an important 
bearing on next week’s elections to the 
Senate. As Mr. Darrell Figgis reminded 
our readers yesterday, the Senate, by the 
verdict of three-fifths of its members, may 
submit any legislation to a referendum of 
the people. We urge all electors, there- 
fore, to give their votes to those candi- 
dates for the Senate who may be trusted 
to employ democracy's last weapon if the 
necessity should arise. 


The Moroccan Campaign. 


Generel Primo de Rivera, in a message 
to King Alfonso, states that the Spanish 
troops disembarked yesterday in the Bay 
of Cebadilla after a short preliminary 
bombardment, and were able to establish 
their position. This statement seems to 
contradict the earlier reports from Paris 
that the landing on the Alhucemas coast, 
which was to have been the first move in the 
new Franco-Spanish campaign, had ended 
in disastrous failure. For the best part of 
a week French and Spanish warships have 
been steadily bombarding the coast, while 
squadrons of aeroplanes showered hundreds 
of tons of projectiles upon the enemy's 
defences: The Great War showed, how- 
ever, that troops who know how to handle 
entrenching tools are not easily dislodged 
by a long-range be:nbardment ; and, though 
Abd el Krim’s levies may have their 
defects, they have little to learn in the 
art of making effective use of cover. 
Perhaps, the general level of the Riffi 
tribesmen is not as high as that of the 
Turkish defenders of Gallipoli, but 
Spanish commanders have little ex- 
perience of a joint military and naval 
attack. Such an enterprise carried out 
against resolute opponents is no light 
trial even for veteran troops; to impose it 
upon soldiers dispirited by a series of 
defeats, who for months past have been 
withdrawn from active service, was at the 
best a wild gamble. It is not at all 
certain even now that the Spanish General 
has achieved his objective; and, if he has 
failed, it is quite possible that the plans 
for the French offensive have been dis- 
located. Certainly a Spanish failure must 
upset the calculations of Marshal Pétain, 
though he'is too wary a general not to 
have f amed an alternative in view of this 
possibility, The political effects of defeat 
would be no less disturbing. Tribes which 
have been wavering between the two sides 
would see in the episode a proof 
that sdfety lay for them in linking their 
fortunes with the Riffis; and the evil 
effects would not be limited to Moroccan 
territory. Popular opinion in Spain has 
always been doubtful of the wisdom of a 
fresh offensive, and French diplomacy had 
no easy task to induce General Primo de 
Rivera and his colleagues to tempt fortune 
once more. It was only the belief that 
French skill and French resources would 
relieve Spain of the main burden that 
made it possible for the Madrid Directory 
to take the risk. If it became evident that 
there were no guarantees against disastrous 
losses, the new alliance, which never suc- 
ceeded in rousing much enthusiasm for its 
own s o, would be raked from many direc- 
tions with critical broadsides, Many French- 
men are also sceptical whether Moroccan 
adventures are a paying speculation, and 
even the knowledge that a fighter of 
Pétain’s calibre is in control of affairs 
would not wholly dispel fears which, 
though they are not likely now to 
impede the progress of military operations, 
might have awkward political reactions. 
It is not without significance, perhaps, 
that Paris, which circulated the news of 
a Spanish disaster, is silent about the 
reported success. 


Municipal Problems. 


The annual conference of the Association 
of Municipal Authorities, which was held 
in Dublin yesterday, marks a distinct 
advance towards the ideal of the nation 
efficient and the city beautiful. To gather 
together from every county of the Free 
State public-spirited men and women to 
discuss problems of civic administration — 
how our streets may be made cleaner, our 
roads more passable for the motorist and 
the pedestrian, and the wiping away of 
the tenements and the slums—is an 
achievement worth recording. In all these 
directions much has been done, but more 
remains to be done before the citizens of 
this small State may feel proud to conduct 
a visitor from abroad through the streets 
of its towns and cities and along its broad 
countryside. It was said at the con- 
ference that ten thousand houses had been 
built during the past three years, That 
is a creditable result of hard work and 
earnest endeavour to heal the sores of 
Irish slumdom. Yet, if the whole of the 
ten thousand houses had been erected here 
in Dublin, they would not more than half 
satisfy the requirements of Dublin citizens, 
compelled to live amidst conditions which 
are a blot on decency and civilisation. 
Mrs. Maud Walsh struck the right note 
when she said that housing was far more 
important than the Irish language, because 
it was the burning question of ‘the day. 
What is the value of the Irish language 
to the poorly-fed, badly-housed sluia child, 
who, more than all else, requires sunshine

Novel and Stage. 
Great books often make poor dramas, 
and popular novelists are usually the most 
unsuccessful playwrights, The atmosphere 
seldom can be transferred from the leaves 
of a book to the stage without being dis- 
solved by the glare of the footlights. The 
two vehicles are so dissimilar that few 
story-w.iters are masters of both. Mr. 
H. G. Wells and the late Mr. Joseph 
Conrad alike failed to breathe ‘ife into 
their characters when they dramatised their 
stories, and now Mr. Thomas Hardy must 
be added to the list of novelists who lack 
the “stage sense. The technique of the 
theatre can be acquired by long and 
patient study, but the/ possessor of this 
knowledge does not ine facto become a 
dramatist. Mr. Thomas Hardy wrote a 
novel that will live through the ages when 
he gave us “Tess of the D'Urbervilles ' ; 
but his dramatic sersion, which was acted 
first in Dorchester by the village players, 
and is now being played at a London 
suburban theatre, is but a shadow of the 
splendid book. As one critic says, Tess 
dramatised is Tess diminished, like a 
‘Hamlet’ with the swords left in and the 
s8oiiloguies taken out. Mr. Hardy's novel, 
however, makes his fame secure; and. not 
even his bad play or the film version which 
transformed an English village girl into a 
Hollywood “vamp” can affect his place 
in English literature. The moral of the 
shoemaker and his last, however, must be 
applied to the novelist and the stage.

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THE EARL OF PORTSMOUTH. 

John Fellowes Wallop, seventh Earl of 
Portsmouth, died in a London nursing home 
on Monday afternoon, in his 66th year. He 
had been ill for some time. Lord Ports- 
mouth succeeded his brother in the title m 
1917. For a time he was Private Secretary 
to the Governor of Tasmania. He contested 
the Tavistock Division of Devonshire as the 
Hon. John Fellowes Wallop in the Liberal 
interest in 1900, but was not returned. The 
late Earl never married, He is followed in 
the Earldom by his brother, the Hon. Oliver 
Henry Wallop, whose present address is 
Wyoming, United States of America. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL s. R. I. 
WHITE, P. S. 0. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Samuel Robert Llewelyn 
White, who died suddenly at Bryndedwydd, 
Dolgelly, North Wales, on the 2nd of 
September, was born at Blackrock, County 
Dublin, on the 4th June, 1863. He was the 
son of the late Robert White, of Scotch Rath, 
Dalkey (eldest son of the late Samuel White, 
of Ballybrophy, Queen's County), and 
Adelaide Susan, daughter of Mr. P. Roe, of 
Gortnaclea, Queen’s County. He joined the 
Leinster Regiment on the 6th of May, 1885, 
and was promoted Captain on the 14th of 
July, 1891. 

Colonel White served in the South African 
War, 1900-1902, and was mentioned in 
despatches by Lord Roberts. He received the 
Queen's Medal with three clasps, the King’s 
Medal with two clasps, and was created a 
Companion of the Distinguished Service 
Order. He was promoted Major on the 6th 
of January, 1901, and Lieutenant-Colonel on 
the 6th of May, 1911. 

Colonel White commanded the 1st Battalion 
Leinster Regiment from 1911 to 1915 and took 
it to France from India in November, 1914. 
He was invalided home in March, 1915, and 
was employed on home service till June, 1918, 
when he retired owing to ill-health. Colonel 
White married, at Gloucester in 1895, 
Dorothy Hey, daughter of the Reverend B. 
Fearnley, Carlyle, Vicar of Cambridge. She 
died in 1903. In 1913 he married Louise 
Mary, * of Mr. John Charles Hughes, 
of Bryndedwydd, Dolgelly. Colonel White 
was buried with military honours at 
Llanelltyd, Dolgelly, on Saturday last.

Lieutenant-Colonel James Duffield, late of 
the Leinster Regiment and the Royal Irish 
Rifles, died at his residence, 72 Cliftonville 
road, Belfast, last night.

LONDON LETTER. 


ALLIED MINISTERS MEET, 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Tuespay Nicar. 


Considerable importance is attached in 
diplomatic circles to the meeting of Mr. 
Baldwin and Mr. Chamberlain with the 
French Premier and M. Briand at Aix-les- 
Bains to-day, and it is thought that the 
object of the meeting was a discussion on 
the security problem mentioned by M. 
Painlevé in his speech before the Assembly 
of the League of Nations yesterday. It is 
probable that there will an important 
gathering of Allied Ministers within the 
next few days for a general discussion re- 
garding the proposed Security Pact pre- 
liminary to the further conference, when 
Germany will be invited to attend. The 
venue of the conference has not yet been 
settled. but it will probably be somewhere 
in Switzerland. 


The Red Plot Exposed. 


The first day's proceedings of the Trade 
Union Congress at Scarborough were de- 
cidedly unfavourabl> to the extremists ; 
for their proposal to give the General 
Council plenary powers to call a general 
strike was referred back for examination. 
The extremists, headed by Mr. Cook, did 
their utmost to get the proposal accepted, 
but the Congress, aided by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, saw through the danger of the 
scheme, and acted wisely in shelving it. 
There were several angry passages at the 
Congress to-day, but it has already become 
apparent that the Reds will not have an 
easy tas“ to capture the party organisa- 


| tion. 


“Through a Glass Darkly.” 


London is somewhat excited over the 
activities of the Communists, and the 
announcement made this morning that the 
Government intends to take drastic action 
was generally welcomed. At the same 
time, it is scarcely anticipated that the 
action will come to much; for the Com- 
munist at the momen‘ seems to have a 
perfectly free hand and tongue. Later in 
the day another Communist surprise was 
sprung upon the public by a warning that 
window-smashing on a large scale may be 
expected, and that it may spread all over 
the country. A few years ago the Sinn 
Feiners were blamed—whether rightly or 
wrongl, is uncertain—for a Wholesale 
window-scratching campaign; but the 
windows, if spoiled, were not smashed. 


The Lost Summer. 


London doctors have been very busy 
since the cold spell commenced last week. 
Colds are common, while there are many 
cases of influenza of a mild type. Elderly 
people particularly are feeling the effects 
of the sudden change from summer to 
winter. On some days there has been a 
variation of about forty degrees between 
day and night temperatures. Such changes 
soon find out the weak spots in the con- 
stitutions of those who do not take 
adequate precautions. The coast resorts 
are rapidly being evacuated by holiday- 
makers, and many people whose vacation 
has not vet expired are spending the re- 
mainder in town. 


Control of Aeriais. 


Wireless aerial law will be considerably 
affected by the Public Health Act, which 
came into operation to-day; for it gives 
permission te local authorities to deal 
with wireless instruments and aerials. 
Authorities  overning a population ex- 
ceeding twenty thousand may control the 
erection, cxistence and removal of aerials. 
In the case of smaller authorities, the 
Minister of Health will be the power to 
make decisions. Where a new by-law re 
garding aerials is approved, an inspection 
will be made by officials who will be re- 
quired to report on dangerous aerials, 
aerials attached to trees, overlapping 
aerials, and even unsightly aerials. The 
Act applies to aerials already erected. as 
well as those to be erected. The Post Office 
lines, telephone and telegraph, are exempt. 


London's Medical Schools. 


It is rather interesting to notice that 
there is a marked falling off in the number 
of women becoming medical students. 
During the past five years there were more 
applications from women than from men, 
but the exact opposite is the case to-day. 
London at present is virtually the hub 
of the universe for medical students, since 
the growth of the Post-Graduate Medical 
Association, with its headquarters here, 
has brought about a very important 
change, and it is becoming the custom for 
foreign post-graduates in medicine to visit 
London ‘or a course before going to the 
Continent. Another feature is the large 
number of medical students ftom the over- 
seas Dominions. Efforts to secure some

Air Force in Manceuvres. 


A distinguished party of Royal Air Force 
officers, including Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Hugh Trenchard. will be present during 
the Army manceuvres which take place 
later in the month.

Photo- 
graphic reconnaissance will be largely 
employed in the three days battle which 
opens on September 22nd, and. as there

Late Fashions.

OBJECTS OF THE MEETING 


Mr. R. Charles B. Maunsell, the President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, who pre- 
sided, said :— 

“Tt is necessary to state, in a few words, 
the reason for our action in calling this 
meeting and the way in which we hope the 
proceedings will be conducted. The agitation 
which has been going on for some time past 
has not been undertaken in the. interests of 
the surgeons and physicians who are now 
practising their profession, as the proposed 
change will not affect their well-being to any 
appreciable extent. The agitation is solely 
in the interests of future generations of 
medical men and, through them, in the inte- 
rests of the public. 

The leaders of our profession who have 
organised the agitation have not done so from 
any political motive This is self-evident, as 
all shades of political opinion are represented 
amongst them. 

We have no wish to do anything to 
embarrass the Government, but when the 
Executive Council have declared their inten- 
tion to advise the Government to make a 
change which almost certainly will ie 
ruim upon the Trish School of Medicine an 


fession as a career. 


worse service 


Surgery, it is incumbent upon those whose 


duty and honour it is to guard and cherish 
that school, to point out to the Government 
and to the public the disastrous consequences 
of the proposed legislation. 

This meeting has been called with the 
sole object of explaining to busy practitioners 
the intricacies of the Medical Acts and the 
way in which the proposed change will affect 
the public, so that they may, during their 
daily rounds, be able to interest their friends 
in a matter which is of vital importance to 
the welfare of the Free State. 


PUBLIC THE FINAL JUDGES. 

"We believe that a non-despotic Govern- 
ment tries to translate and carry into effect 
the wishes of the people who have placed 
them in power. We therefore proceed boldly 
and hopefully in the full assurance that, 
although individual members of the Govern- 
ment have said harsh things about our cam- 
paign and about our motives, it will, in the 
end, be recognised that we have rendered a 
service to the State by educating the public, 
who should be the final judges in this matter. 

“ During the proceedings to-day we trust 
no observations will be made which 
would savour of a political nature. After 
each speech, if anyone wishes to ask a ques- 
tion J will take a note of it and will reguesí 
one of the speakers to answer it, either at 
the time or at some later period. 


THE PUBLIC DILEMMA. 

‘* Anyone who thinks that he or she has a 
solution of the question, which is popularly 
known as ‘the medical dilemma,’ although 
it should be known as ‘ the public dilemma,’ 
will act in the best interests of a permanent 
settlement if he or she sends it, addressed to 
me at the College, and I will promise to 
forward it to the Representative Committee, 
who are about to confer with the Govern- 
ment on this matter. 

It can be gathered from this statement 
that the Representative Committee have not 
adopted. and do not intend to adopt. an atti- 
tude of stubborn opposition to any change, 
but have always been, and always will be 
ready to discuss any proposal, and heartily 
welcome its adoption if the interests of the 
‘public are adequately ‘guarded by insistence 
upon a properly educated and regulated medi- 
eal profession. 

THE OLD AND THE NEW. 

“The obvious and easiest solution, which 
completely guards the interests of the public, 
is the present system, which Ministers of the 
are determined to abolish. It 

micht, therefore, appear to be a waste of time 
- and energy to seek for another. but the Free 

State Is young. and youth is ever anxious to 
explore new paths. This healthy energy is 

generally productive of good, if the explorer

The. question at issue is what is best for 
the country. This cannot be decided without 
a working acquaintance with the essential 
facts. It is for this reason that you, sir, 
desired me to outline some of the more im- 

ortant aspects of this complicated question. 

t will not make difficulties, but point them 
out. I will try to buoy the rocks. I will try 
to avoid any indiscretion which might add 
bitterness to this controversy, and | will try 
to confine myself to two broad questions—How 
will the proposed changes affect national 
ay: ow will they influence professional 

ciency ? 


THE MEDICAL COUNCIL. 
„When the General Medical Council was 
established in 1858 it consisted of representa- 
tives of the qualifying bodies of England, 
Treland and Scotland, with a few persons 
nominated by the Crown. The qualifying 
bodies had been in existence, some for 
hundreds of years, before the formation of the 
Council. eir rights and privileges were 
firmly established. And so the Medical Act 
gave the General Medical Council limited 
powers. In many wavs the Act was a de- 
fective one. But precedents were formed, 
legal decisions obtained, understandings ar- 
rived at, until at last a cumbrous, compli- 
cated, but wonderfully efficient, machine was 
built up; for, paradoxically, the weakness of 
the Council became its strength. It could not 
coerce, and so used moral suasion, until the 
coming bodies recognised its great influence 
or good, and carried out its ‘‘ recommenda- 
tions more thoroughly than if they had been 
regulations.“ The diplomates of England, 
Ireland and Scotland were all placed on one 
register, which later became the General List. 

So things went on for twenty-eight years, 
when the Act of 1686 was passed. It gave 
authority to admit certain Colonials and 
‘foreigners. The diplomates of these countries 
came on the register under quite new condi- 
tions. They had no right to admission. They 
had to show that their education and examina- 
tion were similar to the standard exacted by 
the Council. They had no representation on 
the Council. Their names were placed on 
separate lists—the Colonial List and the 
Foreign List—both created for the purpose. 
All three lists conferred equal legal privileges, 
however they might differ in prestige. 


MEDICAL COUNCIL’S FUNCTIONS. 

The essential duty of any Medical Council 
must be to keep its Register. It has to decide 
what names should be put on, and must, 
therefore, have certain powers with regard to 
the education and examination of those who 
seek entrance. It has to decide what names 
should be removed, and must, therefore, have 

nal powers. It must issue a Medical 

gister, a Pharmacopœia and other publica- 
tions. If we consider these functions we will 
find that by far the most important one is the 
maintenance of the highest practicable stan- 
dard of education. The regulation of ex- 
aminations is of less importance, for it is only 
a check on the efficiency of education. 

elt is not so easy to value the exercise of 
— jurisdiction. It is of great importance 
rom the standpoint of national dignity. It 
is even more important for the maintenance of 
that professional probity so essential to the 
public interest. 

What is our present position? We are 
partners with the English and Scotch in the 
General Medical Council. Although over- 
represented, we are in a minority, of less than 
one-seven The authority of the Council 
over the edncation and examination of our 
strdents is limited; our diplomates have a 
right to entry on the General List. Penal 
cases are tried by a mixed tribunal. Our 
diplomates are registered for an initial fee of 
£5 IS., and have no further fees to pay 
unless they desire to register higher quali- 
fications,“ or unless by not notifying change 
of address or the like they go off the 
Register and desire replacement. 


NATIONAL DIGNITY. 


Now, after all this preamble, I come to my 
first point. How will the proposed changes 
affect national dignity? Assume that a Free 
State Medical Council is formed. It would 
possess—as far as a Medical Council can 
possess—complete penal jurisdiction over the 
men whose names were on any list in its 
register. 

After the 25rd February. 1926, connection 
with the General Medical Council would auto- 
matically cease. The Irish Council would. 
presumably, move the Free State Government 
to petition the English Privy Council (under 
Chap. 17 of the Act of 1886) that a specified 
part of the Act of 1886 should apply to the 
Free State as a ‘‘ British Possession or foreign 
country which in the opinion of His Majesty 
affords to the registered medical practitioners 
of the United Kingdom such privileges of 
practising in the said British possession or 
foreign country as to His Majesty may seem 


just. 
EXPERT OPINION. 


Since I came in two documents were handed 
to me which expressed the opinion of an 
authority to which I would unhesitatingly 
bow, but whose name I am not free to give. 
He says that on the expiry of the Free State 
Act in February, 1926, two things will 
immediately follow automatically :— 

(1) The Irish Branch Council will consist 
wholly of the Ulster members. These will 
have “control” under the General Council 
of the registration, education and discipline 
of all practitioners on the Irish Branch 
Register, and the branch funds, the Registrar 
and the Registration office will be transferred 
to Belfast. 

(2) The Medical Act, 1886, with all 
sections relating to the Colonial 
lists and the granting of reciprocal recognition 
to “Colonial’’ diplomas and Colonial“ 
practitioners will cease to apply to the Free 
St -

Three new factories have been estab- 
lished in Dublin, which will in time, it is 
hoped, give a gootl deal of employment. 
Two of them are English firms, which 
have been registered in the Free State, 
and the third is a well-known Belfast 
house. All of them have already com- 
menced work.

ENGLISH FIRMS’ ENTERPRISE. 


Messrs. Evered and Co., who acquired 
premises in Thomas street, Dublin, imme- 
diately after the imposition of the duty of 334 
per cent. on brass and iron bedsteads, opened 
their works about a fortnight ago. ey 
fave installed up-to-date plant, and will be 
able to turn out, when they are in full work- 
ing order, several hundred bedsteads weekly. 
Twenty men and girls have been employed, 
eighteen of whom are Dublin workers, who 
are being taught the technical side of the in- 
dustry by two workers, who have been 
brought across from the firm’s headquarters 
in Smethwick specially for the purpose. 

The entire work necessary in the manufac- 
ture of iron bedsteads is done on the premises 
with the exception of brass knobs, etc., which 
are made in England and imported to Dublin, 
The firm has been registered in the Free State 
as the Irish Bedstead Company, Ltd. 

Messrs. Albert Phillips, Ltd., of Birming- 
ham, another big firm of iron and brass bed 
stead makers, have opened a manufacturing 
branch in Townsend. street, where they began 
business a few days ago. About twenty 
workers are employed, and the output, it 1s 
anticipated, will reach some steads 
weekly. The majority of the men employed 
are Dublin workers. 


A BELFAST FIRM. 

Messrs. Murray, Lied., the well-known 
Belfast tobacco and cigarette manufacturers, 
have decided to commence the manufacture 
of tobacco in the Free State. For two months 
past the firm has been manufacturing. snuff 
at their Dublin premises in Marlborough 

lace. ey have now installed machinery 
or the production of two or three of their 
most popular brands of tobacco—chiefly cut 
plug, and it is expected that within a 
month they will be able to provide customers 
in the Free State with these brands of 
tobacco at the prices prevailing in Belfast 
and across the Channel. 

Few workers will be employed at the out- 
set, but as the business develops more hands 
will be engaged.

NO DISCUSSION AT TRADES 
UNION CONGRESS. 


The dispute between the Sailors’ and Fire- 
men's Union and the Marine Workers’ Union 
was raised at the Trades Union Congress at 
Searborough yesterday afternoon, on a report 
which stated that negotiations for the amal- 
gamation had failed.

MANCEUVRES IN 

“COUNTY MAYO. — 


DEFENDING FORCES 
ACTIVE. 


HE Blue Army’s attempt to stem 
invasion by a Red Army, which has 
landed an advance party from the ea, 
was the genera’ idea of the Free State 
Army manceuvres, whi h cpened in County 
Mayo yesterday. 

The Reds, early in the day, had oceu- 
pied a series of hills, and these they held 
until shortly before operations ceased for 
the day. Whether they abandoned their 
position under compulsion, or because 
their tenure of it had fulfilled its object 
in a larger scheme, will not be known 
until the umpires have reported—probably 
to-day. 


THE GENERAL IDEA. 


STEMMING AN INVASION. 


From Our SPECIAL Corresronpent. 
CASTLEBAR, Tuesday, 

The war between Blue and Red is being 
staged in the Western Command this week. 
Pertinacious Reds have invaded this island 
again, and wary Biues have again to make 
haste to stem the invading force. 

At the General Headquarters of the Free 
State Army, a writer of fiction, whose gift 
for story-telling is having unusual exercise, 
has endeavoured to give a romantic flavour 
to the present exercises in infantry fighting, 
Here is his story :— 

Flotillas of Red transports having been 
reported off the coast of Mayo, the Blue 
Army is massed towards Ballina. Tha Blue 
commander anticipated, perhaps, a repetition 
of the French landing at Killala in 1798. The 
Red forces, however, are in Clew Bay, and 
the Biue commander has become aware of the 
fact. le has detailed a detachment of three 
battalions in the neighbourhood of Castlebar 
to take preliminary measures against a land- 
ing This force was bivouacked at Castlebar 
last. night, awaiting more definite information. 

The information received was that at mid- 
night last night a Red advance guard of 
three battalions effected a surprise landing 
with the intention of entrenghing an ares 
sufficient in extent to cover the landing of 
the main Army. In pursuance of this object 
a foreo started from Westport this morning 
at the same time as the Blue force set out 
from Castlebar. 

The immediate object of the Blue force was 
to prevent the Red's advance guard from 
establishing itself. 

Such was the scheme devised for to-day's 
exercises. 

The day has been fine and dry, so that 
mobility and visibility were at a maximum— 
an excellent state of affairs for operations, 
which, at this stage, were necessarily little 
more than reconnaissance and skirmishing 
between scouting patrols. The first drizzle 
to blew down from the mountain-sides came 
over the manoeuvre area only a few minutes 
before operations ceased for the day. Among 
the fields. in sunshine, the troops enjoyed 
their work, entering keenly into the spirit of 
the operations. 

THE TERRAIN. 

From Westport, inland, there is an avenue 
between the mountains of the Croaghmoyle 
group on the North, and Partry Mountains to 
the South; but this avenue, on its northern 
side, is limited by chains of lakes, which in 
a wet season overflow the bogland. The 
avenue, in effect, therefore, is limited to 
ground extending from the Westport-Castlebar 
road on the North, and the Westport-Bally- 
neane road on the South. 

The Red commander pushed out his scouts 
and skirmishers along these roads, and also 
kept watch.in case the Blue commander should 
send a column to pick its way among the lakes 
to the north of the main road, and come on 
the Red’s left flank. That course was fol- 
lowed, as a matter of fact, dry weather aid- 
ing the use of the ground by the out-flanking 
party.. The latter made a lot of noise now 
and then during the afternoon, but it did not 
appear necessary for the Red commander to 
attach importance to a demonstration in that 
quarter. 

FORCES IN CONTACT. 

Contact between larger forces was made, an 
both sides of the railway line, east of Island. 
eady Station, and a series of hillocks—one of 
which, standing between the main road and 
the railway, and having on the road-side a 
certain amount of wooded cover, is known as 
the Greenhill—became the pivot of the closest 
fighting of the day 

From these hillocks, which the Reds, mov- 
ing more rapidly than the Blue detachments, 
had seized as vantage points early in the day, 
a well-placed Red battalion kept at bay for 
some hours the Blue parties, which en- 
deavoured to advance along the road and rail 
track, but when the operations ceased for the 
day they had abandoned the Greenhill, the 
Blue commander having increased the ‘pres- 
sure of his attack. PEN 

Whether the Red position is jeopardised 
by the loss of the Greenhill, or whether 
that position had been held merely by out- 

sts, while working parties in the rear 
fortified a tenable position for the night. is a 
matter for decision when the reports of the 
umpires are received and collated. 

Major-General Sweeney, General Officer 
Commanding the Western Command, is super- 
vising the manceuvres. 


COMMANDERS AND VISITORS, 

The visitors included the Minister for De- 
fence and General Officers from other Com- 
mands, together with the Adjutant-General 
and other high officers of the General Head- 
quarters Staff. Ls 

The Brigade Commanders assigned to the 
contending forces are Colonel Austin Brennan, 
Red Force, and Colonel James Conway, Blue 
Force. 

Some three thousand troops are engaged in 
the manceuvres. The country in the Westport 
valley is excellent for the purpose. There 
are few unbroken ridges, and the. irregular 
disposition of the hillocks teaches troops the 
importance of keeping touch and of vigilance 
in scouting, and also affords many oppor- 
tunities for practice in using cover. Armoured 
ears soon found their operations limited, the 
few roads crossing the terrain being blocked 
by one side or the other at an early stage. 
The roads were obstructed actually where

MR. HARDY’S PLAY. 


„% TESS OF THE D’URBER- 
VILLES ” AT BARNES.

LONDON, Tuesday. 

Mr. Thomas Ilardy is responsible for the 
stage version of Tess of the D' Urbervilles, 
und, as our greatest living author wrote the 
play—years after the pablication of the novol 
—last nights production was an important 
event to theatrical London. Celebrities of all 
kinds flocked to see it, and both on the first 
and second nights hundreds of people were 
unable to find accommodation at the little 
theatre at Barnes. 

The pity is that much of the beauty of the 
novel has had to be sacrificed in order to 
make a three hours’ stage play. Characters 
and scenes in the book that one loved are 
absent The first two acts are frankly dis- 
appointing, and are only useful as a pre- 
liminary to the poignant scene, where Tess 
tells Angel Clare. her newly-made husband. 
of her former relations with Alec D’Urber- 
ville. After he leaves her heart-broken and 
lonely, she returns to Alec D'Urberville, with 
whom Angel finds here a year later. Again 
Tess is misunderstood and upbraided, and 
Clare leaves her for the second time. 
Driven desperate at the cruelty of fate, she 
steals into the room where D'Urberville is 
sleeping, and kills him. 

In the last scene, in which Angel Clare st 
last understands Tess’s devotion and tragic 
love, is very beautiful. The lovers are to 
gether. Tess—tired out, is sleepifig in lis 
arms, while officers of the law stand by vnit- 
ing for her to awake to take her to jail. 

Miss Ffrangcon Davies has not the physique 
for Tess. One pictures Mr. Hardy’s simple. 
noble-minded heroine as a strapping country 
lass—strong and direct. with little subtlety. 
Miss Davies was wistful, emotional, and 
looked like a frail flower. Only by sheer in- 
telligence end ctoro technique did she menage 
to get her big scenes over. 

Mr. Ton Swinlev was a very fine Angel 
Clare—one felt he realised the part; Mr. 
Stan Lathbury, Mr. Anstin Trevor, Mr. 
John Le Hav, Mies Margaret Carter, and Mies 
Drusilla Wills all interpreted their characters 
with skill 

The audience gave the play an astonish- 
ingly enthusiastic reception, but, personally, I 
left the theatre a little disappointed.

PARIS STORY OF 
HEAVY LOSSES.

MS provides a new mystery to- 

day. According to an official state- 
ment by General Primo de Rivera, the 
Spanish troops yesterday effected a land- 
ing on the Riff coast near Alhucemas, and 
were successful. 

Unofficial reports via Paris state that 
the Spaniards met with a resistance so 
stout that their withdrawal was ordered. 

It may be that the Paris reports refer 
to an carlier attack, possibly under- 
taken to provoke a Riff concentration at 
another part of the coast; for it was well 
known that for some time the Spaniards 
have been rehearsing the effort to land 
against the cliffs on this part of the coast, 
held by Abdel Krim’s forces. 


“ TROOPS DISEMBARK.”’ 


SPANISH GENERAL’S REPORT. 


MADRID, Tuesday. 
It is cfficially announced that Spanish 
troops have landed on the Riff coast in the 


Bay of Alhucemas. 
MADRID, Tuesday. 
General Primo De Rivera, on board the 
cruiser Alfonso XIII.. has addressed the 
following wireless message to the King and 
the Government :— 

' At mid-day to-day our troops disem- 
harked in the Bay of Cebadilla at 12.30 p.m.

“ LANDING REPULSED.” 


PARIS REPORTS HEAVY 
SPANISH LOSSES. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

Unofficial reports printed in Paris state that 
the attempted Spanish landing in the Bay of 
Alhucemas was a failure, the landing forces 
being driven back with heavy losses by the 
Riffians. 

Officially-inspired Madrid accounts, how- 
ever, assert that no landing was intended, the 
operations being merely a feint to compel a 
concentration of Riffian troops, who were then 
heavily shelled 

According to the unconfirmed unofficial 
reports. 2,000 men were put off from the 
troopships at sunrise in small boats, but as 
soon as they set foot on shore were met a 
devastating fire from machine guns and field 
guns, concealed in the Riffian trenches, while 
heavier guns in the rear returned the fire of 
the Spanish warships, a Riffian shell carry- 
ing away the wireless installation of General 
Primo de Rivera's ship.

The attempted landing began on Saturday 
evening, when Spanish naval detachments 
escorting the troopships left Ceuta for 
Melilla. A detachment from Ceuta made a 
feint landing off the Wad Lau, and then 

at full steam to Alhucemas. The 
Melilla detachment likewise made a feint 
landing at Sidi Dris, and then rejoined the 
Ceuta detachment, which was reinforced by 
French vessels. 
“A FAILURE.” 

An intense bombardment of the Alhucemas 
coast was carried out on Sunday evening by 
French and Spanish vessels, with the. co- 
operation of aerial forces. 

The actual landing, which was attempted 
yesterday morning, seems to have been a 
costly undertaking, and to have only resulted 
in considerable loss of life to the Spaniards. 

The Riffs had, apparently, made extensive 
preparations in anticipation of a landing by 
the Spaniards, who were met by a fierce and 
determined resistance.

The principal Riffs. in Tangier have shown 
no excitement, as they were convinced that 
the Spaniards would fail to disembark troops 
at Alhucemas Py, although a few days 
ago they were nervous of a Spanish success. 
Whether they changed their opinion, because 
they received reassuring news that effective 
precautions had been taken, it is impossible 
to discover, but to-day they inform me that 
both the beach and the sea at Alhucemas 
Bay are mined, and that the recent bom- 
bardment by French and Spanish warships 
has done little damage to the Rifi defences.

thereof i order to assist a union defending 
a vital trade union principle, and also to 
have powers.to arrange with the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society to make provision for the 
distribution of food, etc., in the event of a 
strike or other action calling for same; (63) 
that this Congress calls on all organisations 
to make such alterations to rules to regularise 
tho above position.“ 

~~“ POWER OF LEVY. 

Mr. I. Floyd ‘(Manchester Vehicle 
Builders), in moving the resolution, said that 
he believed the time was now opportune for 
the General. Council to have. greater powers, 
They had. to thank the miners for bringing 
about more solidarity in the trades union 
movement. Further powers would be. use- 
less unless the General Council had the re- 
quired ammunition, and this could only be 
provided by a levy of the affiliated unions. 

Mr. Naylor (London Society of Composi- 
tors) moved an amendment deprecating any 
proposals vin for their’ object interfer- 
ence with the right of affiliated anions to 
secure Aterations of their working condi- 
tions, or the substitution oí the principle 
of the general strike for “the: present method 
of .indtustry. proceeding in the ‘way best 
suited to“ its own “needs and pessſbilizies.

porary Bill was introduced there. was also a 
permanent Bill. The arguments used in sup-

THE PROSPECTS OF MEDICINE. — 

What would be the prospects of medicine in 
Ireland if [rish qualified doctors were kept at 
home to practice? What was the attraction 
for a man to go for medicine in Ireland? 
They knew all about, the Poor Law medical 
service, and they knew its shortcomings. It 
had not much: attraction for a doctor to enter 
it. The British Government had treated them 
badly, scandalously; but had the Free State 
done anything better! It had not. (Hear 

ear.) 

The salaries of medical inspectors in Ireland 
fifty years ago ranged from £500 to £700 . 
annum, and that was their salary to-day. He 
had worse to tell them. ‘The last two medical 
inspectors that were appointed were . 
at 2500 a year, and the subsistence allowance 
of 258. a day had been cut down to 18s. 6d. 

He spoke with a bit of feeling in this 
matter, for he was a dispensary doctor for 
twenty years, and after he left, having con- 
tracted. diphtheria, he was in receipt of a 
pension of £52 a year, ' (“ Shame.) He did

He had lived much in the country, and he 
had spoken to all classes of people on the 
subject, and he had not met one educated 
man in Ireland who had not the same views 
and feelings on the question of the Medical 
Register as that which the medical men 

ad, and who did not disapprove of the 
system which the Government was seeking to 
impose upon them. Most of them did not 
look at the matter from the same standpoint 
as the doctors did. He, as a professor of 
surgery, was not thinking of his class, which 
was the largest in Ireland; he was doing for 
his boys. at made all the difference. 

It was not the injury to the schools, but 
injury to the body politic that he feared. 
If the Government carried the thing to the 
extreme, did they think that the hospitals 
of Dublin would get the services+-the un- 

id services—that they. were getting now 
— a number of brilliant practitioners and 
trom brilliant students! 

In the hospitals there were from fifteen 
to twenty students working day and night 
for nothing: How would the Free State 
replace these and how would these students 
be placed afterwards? How were the hos- 
pitals to be run? 

Some time he asked the Irish Medical 
Association to demand what the Free State 
Government was proposing to do now. But 
within a month he had reason to change his 
opinion. If the Executive had the courage 
to change their opinion now, as he had done, 
there would ber no reason for any sort of 
further propaganda. (Hear, hear.) 


SIR THOMAS MYLES, 


Sir Thomas Myles seconded, He said that 
he had been teaching classes of medical 
students for forty-four years, and he did not 
want to sever that connection. The student 
owed a great deal to Dublin, and Dublin owed 
a great deal to the student.

SIR CONWAY DWYER.

Discussion of the housing problem occupied 
the greater part of yesterday's p ings 
at the annual conference of the Association of | 
Municipal Authorities in Ireland held in the 
City Hall, Dublin. 

It was suggested as a possible solution that 
the Government grant a fifty-year period loan 
for building houses ; that municipal authorities 
be allowed to raise a housing loan spread over 
a similar period, bearing 5 per cent, interest, 
this loan to be made a trustee security, and 
that a building guild be established. 

A deputation was appointed to wait on the 
Minister for Local Government to-day to place 
the suggestion before him. 

A resolution was passed expressing the 
opinion that the present method of distribut- 
ing the dole was demoralising, and sug- 
gesting that it be made through the local 
authorities. 


ASPECTS OF HOUSING 


PROBLEM. 
WORK ON THE ROADS. 


Mr. J. P. McCabe (Blackrock) pass and 
there was a fair attendance oí delegates. 

Mr. McCarron, representing the Minister for 
Local Government, welcomed the Association. 

e Association, he said, had been very useful 
in the past, as also the General Council of the 
County Councils. 

Referring to the roads guestion, he said that 
the progress made in the Free State had sur- 
prised most of them. They hoped that by 
next year the main streets of the im nt 
centres would be greatly improved. The con- 
dition of mud and dust in some of the main 
thoronghfares of a number of the country 
towns was a humiliation and reacted pre- 
judicially on the moral and health of the 
citizens. 

With regard to housing, he said that since 
1922 ten thousand houses had been built and 
nearly completed. Under ghe Housing and 
Building Facilities Act, 1924, they had nearly 
four thousand houses completed by private 

ersons, Up to the present six hundred 

ouses were being undertaken by private 
persons under the 1925 Act. 
THE FOUR-ROOMED HOUSE. 

The Urban District Councils were taking a 
great interest in the last Act, and there were 
now 1,574 proposals fromi these bodies. The 
small four-roomed houses, he added, had 
— the experimental stage, and some had 

n erected in Drogheda. Those houses ac- 
commodated fairly well the average family ; 
the price was £247, and they were approxi- 
mating to an economic rent. 

Answering questions, Mr, McCarron said 
that the figure that he mentioned included 
only the cost of building. The price in Dublin 
of a five-roomed house would be £500 to £525. 

The Chairman thanked Mr, McCarron for 
his address. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh (Pembroke) said that she 
would like to know the rents of these houses— 
10s. or 12s. a week out of, say, £2 12s. or 
£2 15s. a week was out of all proportion. 

THE DROGHEDA SCHEME. 

Mr. MeGahan (Hon. Sec.) suggested that 
they pay a visit to Drogheda to see the houses 
which were being built there. It would also 
help if the Department issued plans to local 
authorities.

extent overcrowding. 

SUGGESTED 50 YEARS’ LOAN. 

How could that Association aid in the pre- 
sent crisis?’

PAYMENT. THROUGH LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES? 


The Mayor of Clonmel moved :— i 

“That this Association, representative of 
the authorities of the Free State, are © 
opinion that the present method of distribut- 
ing the unemployment ‘dole’ is demoralising 
and is undermining the economic fabric of the 
country. i 

„We suggest that the payment of the dale 
should be made through local authorities, and 
that the recipient should be required to work 
for the local authority on public works the 
requisite number of hours at the rate prevail- 
ing for road grant work in the district where 
the work is done, which would be equivalent 
to the amount of unemployment dole pay- 
able for the week, and that no insurance 
stamps be entered on the cards for such 
work. 

The Mayor said that he brought forward 
the motion more in tho interests of the work- 
ing man than anyone e. They did not want 
the dole, but wanted work. It was de- 
moralising and degrading, the manner in 
which they had to sign for the dole.”’ 

PREMIUM N IDLENESS. i 

Mr. Connolly (Waterford), seconding, said 
that in every country it was the duty of the 
Government to provide work for men willing 
to work. The dole had put a premium on 
idleness and degraded those who otherwise 
would have been working men. 

The resolution was adopted.
